Rabies Alarm Sounded 
By Diagnostic Lab 


Attention {s being called 
to the fact that a great 
many animals affected with 
rables are being reported 
in this area, according to 
Dr. V. D, McCreary of the 


Swine Diagnostic Labora- 
tory. Dr, McCreary stated 
to a representative of this 
newspaper Monday that a 
farmer near Kinston had 
brought in a female fox 
he had killed during the 


night. The head was sent 
to the State Laboratory and 
mid-afternoon Monday the 
report was called to the 
Laboratory in Elba, The 
fox did have rabies, An- 
other report has also been 
reported in Coffee County 
of a positive rabid fox bee 
ing killed, 


Also reported is thatthe 
brain of a cow from a 
farm near Opp showed 


positive rabies, One of the 
veterinarians in Opp is re- 
ported exposed to rabies 
and is forced to take the 
painful shots. 

It is reported that the 
infection of rabies is run- 
ning wild in the Opp area 
and there is a possibility 
the same is true of Coffee 
County. 

Rabies is an acute virus 
disease of warm-blooded 
animals that attacks chief- 
ly the nervous system, is 


uniformly fatal when un- 
treated, and is transmit- 
ted with infected saliva 


through the bite of a rabid 
animal, It is commonly 
known as ‘‘a mad animal’’, 
An animal with rabies is 
characterized by spasms 
of the muscles of throat 
and diaphragm, choking, 
salivation, extreme excite- 
ment, and evidence of fear 
oifen manifested by indis- 
¢riminate snapping at ob- 
jects, When noticing any 
strange behavior of any 
animal it is wise to report 
it to officers or that the 
animal be penned for ob- 


servation, 

The method by Pasteur 
of aborting rabies is 
stimulating production of 
antibodies during the long 
incubation period of the 


disease through successive 
inoculations with the virus 
in attenuated form gradu- 
ally increasing in strength, 
It is a long and painful 


inoculation period hut of 
absolute necessity after a 
person has been infested 
with the virus. 

People with pets should 
have them inoculated im- 
mediately or else take the 
risk of their becoming ill 
of rabies and the very 
possibility of their biting 
some person as well as 


other animals. ' 

The fox captured near 
Kinston Sunday night was 
disturbing chickens at a 
farmer’s home, When the 
farmer went to check the 
commotion, dogs chased 
the fox away but the strange 
action of the fox was notice- 
able even then. The fox 
returned to the chicken 
house even though the 
farmer was there with a 
light and gun and the dogs 
continued to bark, That is 
the fox that was brought 
to the Diagnostic |Labora- 
tory in Elba and sent to 
the State |_aboratory to be 
checked for rabies, 

Any animal acting 
strange is dangerous and 
should be treated as such.

The 
drift hazard with foam is 
very low, This makes pos- 
sible the use of some herhi- 
cides that can’t be used 
now for postemergence 
applications because they 
drift on the crop and cause 
damage. : 

Also, better coverage1s 
possible because the total 
surface area of the spray 
solution is increased by 
the addition of air. This 
may mean reduced herbi- 
cide rates.

Old Ways Of 


Farming Are 


Still Good 


Many “‘old as the hills’’ 
farm practices--such as 
land selection and crop ro- 
tation--are still successful 
in combating plant diseases 
and nematodes, 

“Select land according 
to soil type, and rotate 
crops within the types as 
much as possible,’ says 
Dr, Luther Farrar, Exten- 
sion plant pathologist and 
nematologist. 

In Grandpa’s day farm- 
ers believed those spots 
that wouldn’t grow cotton 
or some other crop were 
‘thot spots’’; they had been 
sterilized by a high 
powered bolt of lightning, 
continues the Auburn Uni- 
versity staff member. 
Today we know that nema- 
todes are involved and can 
build up in a certain spot 
or field. When the same 
crop or related crops are 
grown year after year in 
the same spot, the nema- 
tode infestation increases 
and spreads until that crop 
can no longer be grown 
in that field. 

Rotation is not a cure- 
all for nematodes and other 
disease causers, concludes 
Dr, Farrar, but it keeps 
infestation down and makes 
modern chemicals more 
effective,

NOTICE OF SCHOOL DESEGRATION PLAN UNDER. TITLE V! * 
OF THE CIVIL RIGHTS ACT OF 196

This Notice is made available to inform You about the Desegregation of our Schools. Keep a copy of this Notice. 
It will answer many Questions about school Deseyregation. 


1, DESEGRATION PLAN IN EFFECT 

The Elba City public school system is being desegregated 
under a plan adopted in accordance with Title VI of the Civil 
Rights Act of 1964, The purpose of the desegregation plan is to 
eliminate from our school system the racial segregation of stu- 
dents and all other forms of discrimination based on race, color, 
or national origin. 


2. THIRTY-DAY SPRINC CHOICE PERIOD 

Each student or his parent, or other adult person acting as 
parent, is required to choose the school the student will attend 
next school year, The choice period will begin March 20, 1967 
and close April 20, 1967. 


3, EXPLANATORY LETTERS AND SCHOOL CHOICE FORMS 

On the first day of the choice period, an explanatory 
letter and this notice will be sent by first-class mail to the 
parent, or other adult person acting as parent, of each student 
then in the schools who is expected to attend school the 
following school year. A school choice form will be sent with 
each letter, together with a return envelope addressed to the 
Superintendent. Additional copies of the letter, this notice 
and the choice form are freely available to the public at any 
school and at the Superintendent’s office. 


4, RETURNING THE CHOICE FORMS 

Parents and students, at their option, may return the com- 
pleted choice forms by hand to any school or by mail to the Su- 
perintendent’s office, at any time during the 30-day choice 
period. No preference will be given for choosing early during 
the choice period. A choice is required for each student. No as- 
signment to a school canbe madeunlessa choice is made first. 


9. CHOICE FORM INFORMATION 

The school choice form lists the names, locationsand grades 
offered for each school. The reasons for any choice made are 
not to be stated. The form asks for the name, address and age 
of the student, the school and grade currently or last attended, 
the school chosen for the following year, the appropriate sig- 
nature, and whether the form has been signed by the student 
or his parent. Any letter or other written communication 
waich identifies the student and the school he wishes to attend 
will be deemed just as valid as if submitted on the choice form 
supplied by the school system.

7. SIGNING [HE CHOICE FORM 

A choice form may be signed bya parent or other adult per- 
son acting as parent. A student whohas reached the age of 15 at 
the time of choice, or will next enter the ninth or any higher 
grade, may sign his own choice form.

shall be controlling unless a different choice is exercised 
by his parent before the end of the period during which the 
student exercises his choice. 


$8. PROCESSING OF CHOICES

9, NOTICE OF ASSIGNMENT, SECOND CHOICE 

All students and their parents will be promptly notified in

10, STUDENTS MOVING INTO THE COMMUNITY 

A choice of school for any student who will be new to 
the school system may be made during the spring 30-day choice 
period or at any other time before he enrolls in school, An ex- 
planatory letter, this notice and the school choice form will be 
given out for each new student as soon as the school system 
knows about the student. At least seven days will be allowed 
for the return of the choice form when a choice is made after 


the spring 4U-day cnoice period. A choice must be made for 
each student. No assignment to any school can be made unless 
a choice is made first. 


ll, STUDENTS ENTERING FIRST GRADE 

The parent, or other adult person acting as parent, of 
every child entering the first grade is required to choose the 
school his child will attend. Choices will be made under the 
same free choice process used for students new to the school 
system in other grades, as provided in paragraph 10, 


12, PRIORITY OF LATE CHOICES 

No choice made after the end of the spring 30-day choice 
period may be denied for any reason other than overcrowding. 
In the event of overcrowding, choices made during the 30-day 
choice period will have first priority. Overcrowding will be 
determined by the standard provided for in paragraph 8. Any 
parent or student whose first choice isdeniedbecause of over- 
crowding will be given a second choice in the manner provided 
for in paragraph 9, 


13. TESTS, HEALTH 
REQUIREMENTS 
Any academic tests or other procedures used in assigning 

students to schools, grades, classrooms, sections, courses of 

study, or for any other purpose, will be applied uniformly,to 
all students without regard to race, color or national origin. No

14. CHOICES ONCE MADE CANNOT BE ALTERED 

Once a choice has been submitted, it may not !:e changed, 
even though the choice period has not ended. The choice 
is binding for the entire school year towhich it applies, excepr 
in the case of (1) compelling hardship, (2) change of residence 
to a place where another school is closer, (3) the availa- 
bility of a school designed to fit the special needs of a physi- 
cally handicapped student, (4) the availability at another school 
of a course of study required by the student, which is not a- 
vailable at the school chosen, 


15, ALL OTHER 
All school-connected services, facilities, athletics, activi- 
ties and programs are open to all on a desegregated basis. A 
student attending school for the first time ona desegregated 
basis may notbe subject to any disqualification or waiting period 
for participation in activities and programs, including athletics, 
which might otherwise apply because he is a transfer student. 
All transportation furnished by the school system will also fo) 
erate on a desegregated basis, Faculties will be desegregated, 
and no staff member will lose his position because of race, color 
or national origin, This includes any case where less staff is 
needed because schools are closed or enrollment is reduced, 


16, ATTENDANCE ACROSS SCHOOL SYSTEM LINES 

No arrangement will be made, or permission granted, by 
this school system for any students living in the community it 
serves to attend school in another school system, where this 
would tend to limit desegregation, or where the opportunity 
is not available to all students without regardto race, color or 
national origin. No arrangement will be made, or permission

17. VIOLATIONS TO BE REPORTED 

It is a violation of our desegregation plan for any school 
official or teacher to influence or coerce any persons in the 
making of a choice or to threaten any person with penalties 
or promise favors for any choice made. Itis also a violation of 
Federal regulations for any person to intimidate, threaten, 
coerce, retaliate or discriminate against any individua) for the 
purpose of interfering with the free making of a choice of school. 
Any person having any knowledge of any violation of these pro- 
hibitions should report the facts immediately hy mail or phone to 
the Equal Educational Opportunities Program, U.S. Office of 
Education, Washington, D,C., 20202 (telephone 292-962-0333), 
The name of any person reporting any violation will not ke dis~ 
closed without his consent. Any other violation of the desegre- 
gation plan or other discrimination based on race, color, or na- 
tional origin in the school system is also a violation of Fed-
